Monday evening when members 
of the Town Council passed a 
resolution calling for construc- 
tion bids to build, or rebuild, 
most of the city's streets. The 
Council was unanimous in con- 
curring in the proposed street 
building plans. 

Main Street and the west end 
of Market will not be included 
among those to be rebuilt, since 
that portion of the Town's pub- 
lic ways constitutes a section of 
State Road 155. This section is 
now undergoing repairs by the 
State Road Department. Grand 
Avenue, which was repaired sev- 
eral months ago, will also be ex. 
eluded from the new construc- 
tion program. 

Construction charges for the 
new streets are to be borne by 
the property owners whose prop- 
erty abuts the streets. This is 
customary where new street work 
is involved. The Town's fi- 
nances, like other cities, are un- 
equal to the drain which would 
be required to pay for new street 
construction. Future mainte- 
nance would, however, be a city 
obligation. 

The Town's annual revenue 
from taxes, although there has 
been an increase during the past 
year, amounts to only about 
$4,000. Ira G. White, chairman 
of the Town Council, said that it 
would probably take several 
months to get the new street 
work started.

Wage Increase and Profit Survey 

Show Some Interesting Figures 



New York — Labor's share of 
America's national income, meas- 
ured in dollars, has risen by leaps 
rod bounds since 1929 while the 
Investors' share has dwindled 
in alarming figure. 

Similarly, the "real" value — the 
purchasing power— of Labor's 
thare has increased far beyond 
the rise in the cost of living, while 
the purchasing power of the inves- 
lors' portion has dropped sharply. 

That, in brief, summarizes the 
Bndings of a noted New York 
utility executive who has just 
sompleted an authenticated sur- 
vey of the trend of the national 
income from 1929, peak of the so- 
ealled "prosperity period" and 
narbinger of the depression, up to 
ind including 1947. 

The survey, phrased in simple 
language and based on official 
(overnment statistics, has been 
tompiled by Mr. John A. Ritchie, 
Chairman of the Board of the 
Fifth Avenue Coach Company. 

Although carefully abstaining 
from interpretation of its factual 
:ontent, the survey is by itself an 
inswer to the claim of certain 
Labor leaders that corporate prof- 
ts are far outdistancing the gains 
>f the American workingman. 

Thus, while corporate profits 
smounted to $17,400,000,000 last 
or 8.6 per cent of the national 
ie, Labor's share in wages 
md salaries from private business 
totalled $105,200,000,000, which 
represented 52 per cent of the 
lational income. sat 

Wages and salaries showed a 
lollar 1 gain of 132.71 per cent over 
1929, while dividends increased by 
>nly 16.78 per cent. Only $6,800,- 
"00 was paid out to investors 
Ividends. All the remainder 
retained for capital expan-

In real value— purchasing power 
-Labor's share in 1947 was 81 
per cent greater than in 1929, 
while dividends paid investors last 
year were reduced in purchasing 
power by 9.18 per cent over the 
same period. 

The "real value" of the 1947 
dollar, based on prices prevailing 
in 1939 (when World War II 
broke out) was 63 cents. Thus, 
wages and salaries last year in- 
creased, in real buying power, to 
$66,276,000,000 compared with

Ignorant analo- 
gy, or unauthorized analogy, 
makes other weak verbs besides 
the thousands we have: seed, 
knowned, heared, etc. These 
were originally no better and no 
worse than hundreds that are 
now in good style; for some rea- 
son the users of the language ac- 
cepted swelled instead of swole.

rejected, however, such weak 
verbs as bursted and such new 
strong verbs as brung. In fact, 
there is no human art so whimsi- 
cal as language. 

The very idea of a standard of 
speech is analogical. Any stand- 
ard is an effort to regularize 
widely-differing ways of doing 
things. My earlier teachers 
taught me that good English 
sounds better and that it is more 
easily understood. Neither state- 
ment is true, for hearing a word 
or a form that one is not accus- 
tomed to always puzzles one. 
The famous double negative is 
by no means misunderstood; 
when I say that I haven't got no 
money, nowhow, everybody 
knows that I am broke. Actually

I trie refrigerators were first sold 
only a few thousand were made 
and it took $600 or more to buy 
one. But during fifteen years of 
advertising millions were sold, 
the price came down to a fourth 
of the original price, and the 
quality was improved greatly. 
Wake Up To Facts 
Socialists and Communists 
have had some success in attack- 
ing this part of American eco- 
nomic life. A few years ago a 
surviy of 5.000 consumers found

THE GARDEN

TROUBLES AHD TRIUMPHS 

With the garden's "official clos- 
ing date," October 10, just 
around the corner, it may be well 
to take inventory of practices 
that failed or succeeded, or that 
were learned only after vege- 
tables were lost, too late to use 
this year. Now is a good time to 
do this, as next spring when the 
atmosphere is one of optimism, 
these things may be forgotten 
and overlooked, and the same 
troubles may beset the same 
gardeners and the same losses 
occur. These items are culled 
from correspondence and from 
observation, and some of them 
may help gardeners who "won- 
dered" but did not write. 

TOMATO BLIGHT:- In the 
main, this has been a good tomato 
year, and only scattered signs of 
late blight (the quick-acting 
kind) were seen or reported. 
However many tomato patches 
died a lingering death because of 
the early" form that knocked 
off the leaves one by one and 
caused the fruit to decline in 
size and sweetness. Where there 
is a late patch set, losing the first 
setting may not appear to matter 
much, but there were many in- 
stances of the first-set plants 
continuing to bear lovely toma- 
toes, and that should continue 
until frost. These were patches 
that were sprayed or dusted with 
"copper" or with home-made 
Bordeaux, some of them ten 
times. In gardens where space 
is an item, or with gardeners 
who may wish to save themselves 
labor, certainly there is a place 
for tomato spraying. The time 
to start, or to have started, was 
when the first fruits were about 
one inch through, or better (as 
more easily seen) when the first 
bloom cluster was fully open. 
Five to seven sprayings seven to 
ten days apart should follow, to 
protect the plants past the 
danger point. But keeping on 
would make assurance doubly 

SU J7XE ABEETLES : — This insect 
is more serious than the small 
size of the holes it makes in the 
leaves of all the vegetables might 
indicate. Because of it, white 
potatoes "blighted" or "scalded," 
tomato, sweetpotato and egg- 
plant slips need resetting, and 
greens patches literally melted 
away just after the seedlings 
broke ground. A thorough con- 
trol for fleabeetles is DDT, spray 
or dust. By its use, white potato 
yields have been stepped up one- 
fifth, resetting of the others has

More pigs usually are saved in 
fall litters than in spring litters, 
says Grady Sellards of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Home 
Economics, University of Kentuc- 
ky. The weather is more favor- 
able, and there is good pasture 
for the pigs. 

Farmers who n«ve movable 
farrowing houses should not lo- 
cate them near woods, says Sel- 
lards. That's because foxes and 
other wild animals are hungry 
for pork. Locate the houses near 
other farm buildings, but on 
clean ground. 

Raising pigs on clean ground 
may save two bushels of corn 
per hog, Sellards claims. There 
should have been no hogs on the 
ground for three years. It may 
be used sooner if plowed.
